Although Berlin *3 history of CP activity in the 1940*3 
followed by continued participation in the activities of various 
front groups tends to establish his sympathy for the comMunist 
cause, it is not felt that these activities justify the inclusion 
of his name in the SI at this tine as a person potentially 
dangerous to the national security. It is noted that investigation 
has failed to develop evidence of CP membership or activity within 
the last 5 years or specific evidence of substantial participation 
in the activities of a front group within the last 3 years. In 
this connection, it is not believed that Perlin *3 current activities 
in the defense of Morton Sobell in conjunction with the Committee 
to Secure Justice for Morton Sobell would be sufficient to 
evidence substantial ^rticipation in the activities of a front 
group. Although Berlin has taken a leading role in the defense 
of Sobell and appears sympathetic to the Sobell cause, it is 
apparent that the evidentiary value of information developed in 
this regard is somewhat disiinished in vieio of the attorney-^client 
relationship existing between Sobell,^ the Sobell Committee, 
and subject.
